Reason of Allowance 

1 . This is a supplemental reason of Allowance after the Applicant received a notice 
of Allowance of Application # 10/756,930 instead of Application # 10/789,674. 

2. Applicant's response to the last Office Action, filed September 6 th , 2007 has been 
entered and made of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1,19, 20, and 38 are allowable over the prior art of record. 
Claims 2-18, and 21-37 depend from claims 1, and 20, therefore, are allowable. 

Independent claims 1, 19, 20, and 38 recite the limitations of: "defining a 
difference kernel based on local difference between a first kernel and a second kernel, 
the first and second kernels being defined by the filter kernel centered at a first location 
and a second location, respectively, the second location being separated from the first 
location by the characteristics distance separating adjacent pixels in the sequence, the 
difference kernel specifying difference weights for pixels in a neighborhood surrounding 
a center of the difference kernel". The combination of these features as cited in the 
claims in the combination with the other limitations of the claims, are neither disclosed 
nor suggested by the prior art of record. 
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The closest reference of US 6,678,416 to Sun et al. disclose a detecting and 
segmenting local deformation in a tracked video objects. However this reference either 
by itself or by combination with other references does not teach the limitations that the 
scaling comprises multiplying the first stroke parameter with a ratio of a reference area 
to the input area. 

3. In view of the amended claims and Applicant's Arguments, the rejection to claims 
1-38 are expressly withdrawn.
